Not Audited. 

The message that submitted the Colonial 
Accounts to llio Ah« .enihl) is certain 1 )- a 
curious document, reflecting no high degree 
of credit on the Administration. Aside from 
the declaration that no account* exist here 
of any transaction between the Company 
and t' e Colony from 1849 to 1853, there isn 
singular pas-age that shows a hiy.li degree 
of negligence in the management of out 
affairs. The putwaga to which we allude 
says : 11 None of these accounts have been 
finally audited, ittnl those reluliny to 18.9 
have not yet been submitted to Her Majes- 
ty'-- Government, and are consequently open 
to correction. 1 ' In the opening speech, we 
were told that the accounts between the 
Company and the Hume Government v. ere 
in course of .-ett lenient. Here we have mi 
admission that they have all been forwarded, 
except those of 1859. but without being 
audited. This is certainly a raie way to 
represent the Imperial Government. First 
send the accounts : then audit them after- 
wards. If this is not a bungling way to at- 
tend lo public business — if this is not dere- 
liction of duty, what is ? It excels in ad- 
ministrative obliquity the non-foi warding of 
the laud petitions for several months, and 
then without retnaiks. If no supervision in 
exercised over die public accounts, the. Gov- 
ernment may be fleeced with impunity. 

The sooner the Legislature goes into the 
whole merits of the public accounts, the 
better. No department requires a more 
thorough siftini! than ihe Laud Oliiee. In 
the leturns foi 1.-59. the Colony is credited 
with £425, <ni actio tint of land sales: but 
not a penny is credited Oil account of the 
sale of the publ e reserve on Government 
sireet. The renerven on the north and south 
snies of Yates street fronting on Government, 
netted some $4*0.000. Not only His Excel- 
lency, but the Colonial Surveyor, have over 
and again admitted that they were public 
property. The grant of the Island excluded 
them from being sold for the benelit uf the 
Company. Hence, if sold. Ihe sums derived 
therefrom ought in due course to be lodged 
in the public treasury. Such, however, has 
not been the case ; and yet Ihe Colony is 
expected to pay £^2.09(i in the bargain. 
Besides this, there is an enormous sum de- 
rived from ihe sale nf town lots, not one 
penny of which, except ten per cent., is due 
to the Company. Were nine-tenths of the 
proceeds lodged in the. treasury, we would 
have ample funds to keep the government 
moving for years wilhn it a cent of taxation. 
No more untenable claim was ever set up 
in any community than that set up by the 
Company to the ownership of Victoria; bui 
tiiere is none more likely to be successful, 
except the Assembly insists on making the 
claimants render unto Cresar the things 
which are Cre- ir's . 



Wkst Coast.— The schooner Surprise, 
Captain McKay, arrived on Thursday last 
from the West Coast. The Captain reports 
having been as far north as Woody Point, 
within some thirty miles of the northern! of 
this Island. Several snow storms were ex- 
perienced in that quarter. The Indians 
were quiet. Trade for furs and oil was 
goo I. fliero were no wrecks on the coast, 
so far as he learned from the natives. At 
the mouth of Barclay So ml, (Natinat), a 
trading post was established this spring by 
Captain otewart (formeily of Nanairno) and 
three others Some ttiiity miles higher up 
the Sound is where Captain Statrp purposes 
to locale his saw- mills. At that point there 
is some fine prairie, suitable for agricultural 
purposes, but where Captain Stewart's post 
is, ihe laud is poorly adapted to faimint.' 
purposes. North of Nooika Sound, the 
coa.-t is bold and rocky, and uninviting to 
the settler, There aie, however, quite a 
number of small inlets, nut laid down on 
the charts in common use, around the shores 

which aie small patches of land. 

Land GnAUtiKiis. — A disposition is said 
to lie niaiiife led in the House to i>ive Capt. 
Stamp 17,000 acres of land without any re- 
striction lo >ell ii within a limited number of 
years ; but, on the contrary, to guarantee him 
and his absentee partners a fee simple title. 
We hope a -tronu remonstrance will be laid 
before the House to-day against any such 
or hallowed nullum' ... Far better donate to 
170 men one hundred acres each. Barclay 
Sound would then settle up like Salt Spring 
Island, where there aie now fifty odd thrifty 
settlers. 

J k.fkiiay & Co.'s Express; — This Ex- 
press makes its first trip to-day to New 

Westminster. 



Popular Thiumpii. — The mule-tax is 
virtually repealed. Orders have been given 
to the Collectors at Yale and Douglas not 
to demand it. This is emphatically a 
popular ttiumph, and should inspire British 
Columbians to go on with their meetings 
and petitions till they tout the disordered 
f ree.- of absolutism, -'fool and horse," and 
establish the reign of representative instilu- 
tii ns ami government according to the well 
understood wishes , f the people. The im- 
perious niler of that misgoverned country 
in u t feel lowered in his own estimation 
considerably, when convinced that he dare 
not execute the mule ukase ; but as a states- 
man, how much lower does he stand when 
he resorts to the unslatesman-like sh ft of 
ordering the non-execution of his edict. 
How much higher would he have stood 
had he exhibited some degree of conde- 
scension, and publicly repeated that which 
the united voice of ihe country has charac- 
terized as infamous. No proclamation has 
been issued suspending its operation. A 
Colonial Secret iry'a missive reaches the 
Collectors forbidding the collection of the 
mule-lax. Thus, law is set at defiance, and 
unrighteously biought into disrespect, ami 
lhat by the maker of it. No excuse can be 
oflered : nor none should be accepted by a 
ftee people, for such a half-way mode nl 
undoing mi chievoits proclamations. Let 
its entire repeal be insisted on. Let it not 
hang like the sword of Damocles, suspend- 
ed threateningly over packers and traders. 
Blot it out from the statute book, else at 
some inopportune moment it may bo re- 
vived to again unsettle trade from Victoria 
to Quesnelle river. 

CJivk Them Moke Tine — The proposi- 
tion adopted in the Assembly yesterday, to 
allow the people only fourteen days' tune 
in which lo take down their stove-pipes and 
build up chimneys of stono or brick, will 
operate badly. It is well know i that the 
material r quired for constructing chimney* 
is both scarce and high ; besides, the num- 
ber of practical masons is limited, and alter 
the material is on the ground people will 
be compelled to pay exorbitant prices lor 
good woikrnen, or employ poor unes ; and 
in case the latter should he hiie.l 10 do the 
woik, the chimneys would be more danger- 
ous than Ihe present pipes. There ar many 
poor families upo.i whom the expense will 
bear heavily, and we sincerely hope that in 
th'-ir deliberation to-day our legislators will 
allow at least two mouths' time in which to 
perfect the change 

Stf.amboat Rack. — An exciting race be- 
tween the steamers Heaver and Julia took 
place oil the last trip to New Westminster. 
Bulb vessels having been recently repaired 
a-id their machinery thoroughly overhauled, 
the race was a lest ol their speed. From 
the moment the Beaver sighted the Julia oil 
Trial Island, the Beaver (although the old- 
est steamboat on the Pacific coast, and 
drawing leu feet of water and unable to 
take advantage of the shallows out of the 
influence of the tide) never allowed Ihe 
Julia o f>aill an inch oil her, and urrived a! 
her destination (H'olbrook's whuif. New 
Westminster) 35 minutes before the Julia. 
We understand (hat considerable money 
changed hands on the occasion. 

Fire. — Vesteiday atterno.in smoke was 
discovered issuing l r orn the old Custom 
House, on Government street. On bursting 
open the door, the floor was found or. fire. 
Ii caught from ashes emptied lino a w ooden 
backet. Had it been in the night, it is 
probable the premises would have been 
consumed. The building is occupied by 
some employes of the Government, but they 
were absent at the time 



Suspected Accomplice.— William Ro-s 
was aneMeii on Saturday last by officers 
Taylor and Powell, on suspicion of having 
been an accomplice of the burglar Birney 
in the attempted rubbery of Mr. Pidwell'e 
house. He was ordered lo enter into his 
own recognizance in :he sum of £'10 to be 
of good behavior for six mouths. 

I_ry A Hyder Indian was arrested on 
Sunday, on a charge of brandishing a knife 
on Johnson sireet, and threatening passers- 
by. The Police Jud^e ordered him lo give 
bail in the sum of 50s for ouu month, o.' go 
tu jail for ten days He went to jail. 

Tut- Gale. — The south west gale which 
visited us on Sunday night and continued 
throughout ihe whole of yesterday, caused no 
damage that we could hear of. The bark 
Glimpse was thumping very badly during 
the day, but sustained no material injury. 

Palm Sunday.— Sunday last being Palm 
Sunday, was observed oy the usual religious 
ceremonies at the Cathoiio and Episcopa- 
lian Churches. 



Dismissed.— The charge of assault pre- 
ferred by Jacobi against Messrs. Vignolo 
and Martin, was yesterday dismissed in tho 
Police Court, no prosecutor appearing. 



Arrival of the Beaver. 

The steamer Beaver arrived about seven 
o'clock on Saturday evening, from New 
Westminster. 

The man Riley, mentioned in our last 
issue as having h en stabbed at Old Lanir- 
ley by an Indian, is dead. An inquest was 
held on the body on Thursday last, and a 
verdict rendered that " th deceased came 
lo his death from the effects of a wound 
inflicted by an Indian now in custody." 
Whisky was the cause of the murder. 

Two bodies have been found near the 
mouth of Harrison River, and identified as 
loose t if Maalon and Roe, belonging to the 
Sappers and Miners' corps, who were 
drowned in that stteam about two week's 
since. 

The river continues low and business 
dull. New Westminster is improving 
steadily. Tho Henrietta and Maria left al 
one o'clock on Saturday, with full freights 
for Forts Hope and Yale. 

On Thursday last, Crow's canoe, on its 
way from Hope to New Westminster, 
struck a snag when near Fargo's Bar, and 
split in two. There were several passen- 
gers in the boat, who saved themselves by 
clinging lo the snag, until the Chiliwok 
Indians arrived with canoes and look them 
all oil'. 

One of black and Co.'s canoes capsized 
in the Big Canon lately, and the boat and 
goods were lost. 

Got Off. — It is currently reported that 
ex-Judge J. II. Bedford, for whose nrtest a 
capias has been in the hands of the Sheriff 
for some weeks past, succeeded in boarding 
ihe Brother Jonathan ofl Albert's Head, on 
Friday last, and by this lime is beyond the 
reach of his creditors.

More Trouble Among tho Indiana. 
The Ryder iribu of Northern Indians, 
and the Flat-heads, or Songish Indians, the 
latter occupying the lodges just across tho 
bridge leading to Esquimau, have recom- 
menced hostilities toward* each other's 
lives and property, and ihe feud seems 
likely to result in serious consequences be- 
fore long. 

On Friday evening " Geesh," a great 
chief from Queen Charlotte's Island, while 
cutting sticks at his encampment, near .Mr. 
Finlayson's house, was shot down by two 
Cowichans or Songish Indians, and died 
almost instantly. This outrage aroused the 
indignation of the Hyiler tribe, who swore 
revenge, and on Saturday morning the 
body of a Songish woman was f.uml hid ill 
the bushes, just over the second bridge, 
with her throat cut from ear to oar, and her 
person otherwise horribly mutilated. The 
body was taken in charge by her friends 
and buried, and vengeance promised by 
King Freezy, their chief. 

Oil Sunday morning, an old Songish In- 
dian, who had always been a great favorite 
with the HyderSj on account of having mar- 
ried his daughter to one of their chiefs, alter 
attending mass at the French Catholic 
Church, (where he was a most devout at- 
tendant every Sabbath,) walked over to see 
his northern friends, and attempt to settle 
the difficulties which exist between tho 
tribes. He was invited into one of the 
lodges, and sat down, and while talking 'he 
matter over, was suddenly approached by 
otic of ''Geesh's" relatives, and stabbed 
through the left breast, lie died instantly, 
and a rope having been placed around his 
neck, the body was drawn to the water and 
thrown in. It floated down to the Songish 
encampment, where it was taken out and 
buried. 

On Sunday night, a sharp filing was kept 
up by the Hyder and Songish tribes, and 
although a great deal of powder and ball 
was wasted, we could hear of no injury 
having been inflicted on either side.. 

At sunrise yesterday morning, a Cowichan 
squaw who had been captured in town oa 
Sunday, was taken from her place of con- 
finement and brutally murdered with a 
knife in the hands of a brother of ,: Geesli,'' 
in the presence of a large number of Indian 
spectators. 

The Northern Indians are expecting a 
large number of their friends from above, 
and as soon as they arrive, threaten to ex- 
terminate the Flat-heads.

time I closed my eyes, I'd see a brimful 
glass of tom-and-jerry right before them. 
At last. I couldn't stand it no more, so I got 
up (it was just about daylight) and started 
down stairs, and asked tor a glass of cider ; 
but the bar-keeper gave rne stone-fence," 
and the minute I got outside I laid down on 
the sidewalk and went to sleep, und there 
the policeman found me. 

Judge — What do you mean bv " stone- 
fence?" 

John — Cider and brandy mixed, your 
honor — a cooling draught. 

Judge — Yes, and a sleeping draught, too, 
judging from your experience. Have you 
live shillings ' 

John — Not in this country, your honor. 

Judge — Well, then, I shall have to sand 
you six hours to a cell. 

John — Thank ye, sir; much obliged. 
[Exit.]

Monday, April 2, 18 ,0. 

The House met nt 3 r. M. Present, Speaker 
Helmcken. and Messrs. McDonald, Franklin, 
Tolmie, Coouer, Gordon J Foster, Wuddington. 
(Jules, Crease and Southgate. 

Mr. Gordon Rave notice that no the 5th instant, 
he would introduce, a bill for constructing a turn- 
pike rood from Victoria to 1 ■ sqtlimiilt, 

Mr. V ster's moti n to dot! lie the high roads 
running from this city to the interior, was taken 
up, ai d after ,i short discussion, adopted. 

The House went into Cnmmittcu of the wlmle 
on the Stamp correspondence. Mr. Cooper in tho 
chair. 

Mr. Foster said this was one of th* most impor- 
tant questions as yet before the Assembly. A very 
important point connected with the mutter was the. 
propositi of Captain Stamp to go into agriculture 
on a lage scale, and the establishment of saw- 
mills. There was nlsu the probability of the open- 
ing of trade with other countries in timber, Rtc. 
'1 lie population which the Company would bring 
1 1 ii t at tirst, wi.uld amount to 150. This popu- 
lation would be increased from timo to time ns 
the finer 'i iso progressed, lie thought Captain 
Stump should be allowed rt grilllt of a large tract 
. f laud, in urdcr to better insure the success 
nf the enterprise. In conclusion, .Mr. Foster 
moved thai tin- [louse express i's concurrence 
with the ii"ws uf the Governor on the proposal of 
Capialn Stamp to erect a suw-ioill. 

Mr. Franklin .-aid that one of the great evils we 
labor under is a want of population. We havo 
seen what progress has been made on the Ameri- 
can side within n short time. They have advanced 
their lumber interests greatly. A great portion of 
that lumber has ben carried away in British ves- 
sels to Ilritish markets. He was oppo-ed to mo- 
nopolies; but ho thought that the establishment 
uf saw-mills in this country was a project that 
called for the approbation of all. IfCapt. Stamp 
is Bucce-sful, other establishments of a like de- 
scription will be instituted, 

Mr. Crease agreed with the previous speakers. 
He thought that, in addition to good timber and 
agricultural laud, coal might also bo discovered. 

M- Cooper said that ten years ago lie was associat- 
ed with some capitalists ot' London, to carry out the 
Fame objects ('apt Stamp proposed; but he met with 
so much opposition from the Hudson Bay Company 
that the scheme was abandoned, lie thought tho 
matter should bo well weighed, He was quite wil- 
ling* lo give tho protect every encouragement, so long 
us Die interests of the Colony were not Jeopardized. 
It might operate very badly to lattice settlers if cer- 
tain parties wore allowed from 16,000 to 17,000 acres 
of ground, lie hoped time would be allowed for 
consideration. 

Mr. Waddlngton thought the (iovernor nctfd us if 
he wished to make the* House beurn portion of the 
responsibility in the matter. He bus beretolore done 
just as be pleased with mutters pertaining to the 
House; why docs he seek to divide the responsibility 
now? He agreed with Mr. Cooper; the wools affair 
should Oe thoroughly sifted. 

Mr. Foster said that the correspondence bud been 
open for inspection lor weeks; it bud been published, 
[ill tho COLONIST Oi the 13th tilt..] nud almost even- 
body had it b> heart. He thought dipt, stump should 
not be kept any longer than neces.-ury waiting lor un 
answer. 

Sir. Cooper moved that the further consideration 
of the Stamp correspondi noe be postponed until one 
o'clock, e. m., Tuesday, 3d inst. Curried.
